Synopsis: 



Subject, when interviewed cr. 2-6,23-bb, furnished information concerning 
the activities of the Social Democrats who had apparently embraced 
Communism and then fled from Czechoslovakia to convert other Social 
Democrats to Communism. 'Subject noted, that. one MILA SVGBUDA, who presently 
resides in Les Angeles, California, associated with some Social Democrats' 
in. -Innsbruck, Austria, whom he considered to be inclined toward Communism. 
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AT JOHNSTOWN, PA.

On February 6. I •~ r < SAs J. EDVARD atmiM arid JOHN 3. HUGHES contacted 
HOLEJKu at Ms horns, 43? Pemdale Avenue • At this time, despite 
difficulty in expressing himself, .iiOLEJKu indicated to the Inter- 
viewing agents that he was very desirous • of cooperating with the 
FBI and immediately began to discuss his relationship with the 
Socialist Democratic . Party in Czechoslovakia during the iy4o*s and 
hi a knowledge of individual a who. were involved in this, and possibly 
.in the Communist movement in Czechoslovakia, Austria, and Yugoslavia 
during the 1*40* s and early iopO's. During this interview, KOLEJKC 
stated that he had. on many occasions, thought of the activities', 
of individuals whom he bad known at Innsbruck, Austria, during the 
late lyao's and early iyj-G's. and that this thought had led him 
to believe that there was ’some sort of conspiracy afoot with regard 
to an individual whose name he could not then recall, but who was 
associated with a Czech in Innsbruck by the name of JONAS, HCLEJKo 
was unable to recall specific x'acts concerning JONAS, or the 
activities of .tills individuax, and he had difficulty in reporting 
to tne agents, inasmuch aa it was hard for hint to express himself

He stated that LA USMAN never cams . to Innsbruck without 
visiting JONAS , and that JoNAS, who slat had been a labor leader 
in Czechoslovakia under the Socialist Democrats, appeared to bo 
extremely friendly with LA USMAN and acted as his agent or go- 
between.

Party He stated that this roar. . who holds a degree, as a Doctor of 
Philosophy , also contacted JLMA5 very frequently in Innsbruck 
Austria, and allegedly used him to. assist in the organization of the 
Socialist' Democratic Party ir. Innsbruck HGlHJKu said . that he was 
somewhat, dubious as to the real purpose of the contact between 
iAJZA and. JONAS and that he thought ,_tf£A oti&ht have Communist Party 
affiliations or leanings because of his relationship with JGKAS. 
lie stated that aboutigl, LUX A made arrar.gerr.ents fur JONAS to ' 
visit the Scandinavian Countries a’ the expense of the Socialist 
Democratic Party, and that at this time, JONAS left Austria, and 
'that he, HOLSJKC-; has neither seen nor heard from him since that 
time . KGL&JKC noted that SVGBODA was better acquainted with JbHAS 
LAUSMAN and LUZA than he 

At this point in the interview, HOLEJKC staled that 'he had a wife . 
whom he had only married because she was about to bear his son, 
now 20 years of age, end a daughter Ik years of age, all residing 
in Czechoslovakia Ka stated that he received letters from his 
son with fair regularity that he believed those - letters to be 
censored, and that he had learned from the ietcers that hl3 
son had been denied admission to a technical school , despite the 
fact that he had passed his examinations.. . . 



KOLciJKu stated that he ’.has bad no personal - contact with his son 
since .iyA’3, but that hie son's letters Indies ted tohinr that he 
wa3 refused admission to the technical school teeauss his father.' 
a Socialist Democrat , had. fled- from Czechoslovakia and had not 
re turned .HOLEJKO' stated that he would very much like to have his 

son with hini in tn©' United States, but admitted that his feelings 
toward his son were somewhat mixed because ids son had net attempted 
to leave Czechoslovakia- Ho stated Inal ha believed Ids son could 
escape from Czechoslovakia., ’ as had many other Socialist Democrats, 
should he earnestly desire to do so. Ir. Uhls regard, ne cited the 
instance, which he claimed occurred quits recently, of two boys 
approximately 11 years of ego, crossing; the border from Czechoslovakia 
into Austria and refusing to return, despite the pleas of their 
parents . He stated that because his son - had. not endeavored .t u 
a 3 caps from Czechoslovakia, he believed either that. hie son nnu r;-. 
inteBtir.ai fortitude or th&i Ms sun had in a^nif- way' affi.i laic-J 
hi.-riR-aif with the Communist .Party. . ' . ' 
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
